And The Star Spangled Banner May Now 
Wave On Top Of Earth. 


Word was received by oableram this 


week that the North Pole had been 
reached by Dr. Frederick A. Oook, 
who left New York on his voyage of 
discovery, July 4th , 1907; and reach- 
ed the Pole acoording to the reports 
‘April 2ist., 1908. 

The reaching of the North Pole has 
been the object of a large number of 
daring explorers and scientists for 
more than 100 years and the atatement 


that it has actually” been attained has 


aroused excitement and intereat the 
world dver. Many a lite has -been 
sacrificed in the attempt to penetrate 
the frozen fields of the North and 
reach the geographical point of the 
Earth's surface where t, Weat and 
North ail disappear and looking in 
whatsoaver direction one may, only 
South is seen. 

Dr. Oook is the only"man who ever 
reached this spot and returned home 
to tell of his discoveries, and the oiv- 
iliszed world is impatiently awaiting 
his arrival at Copenhagen, Denmark, 
whioh, acoording to schedule will 
take place today, to bear a full ao- 
count of his trip, the dangers enoonn- 
tered and the difficulties overcome, 
as well as a fuli description of the 


land or water adjacent to and at the 


North Pole. 

Dr. Cook departed from the usual 
custom of Arctic explorers and de- 
termined to make his journey during 
the winter season instead of the sum- 
mer as have all previous explorers, 
and trust to the solid ice fields fora 
roadway instead of an open channel 
in the floating ice. That his theory 
waa correct has been proven by his 
success, and his account of his trip 
over the ice hound field of the.. North 
drawn by dogs and accompanied only 
by Eequimanx should make intereat- 
ing reading. It is said that acoording 
to the laws of nations the land dis- 
icovered belongs to the nation under 
whose flag the expedition was sailing: 
in this oase uvele Sam now owna 
the northern most part of the world 
and the Star Spangled Banner“ is 
entitled to wave at a point which 
looks down on the rest of the world, 
and which the rest of the nations 
look up to.

Show Its Danger,

being drenched than from tuberce 
losis, Perhaps the best way ot de 
monstrating the danger of drenching 
eattle is to advise the reader. to 
throw back his head as far as possible 
and attempt to swallow. This you 
Will find to be a difficult task. and you 
will find it much more difficult and 
almost. impossible to swallow”: with 
mouth open. -It ig for this reason 
drenching cattle fa a dangeréus prac 
tice. However, it a cow's: head. be 
.Faised as high as possible and her 
mouth kept open, by the drenching 
bottle or horn, a portion of the liquid 
is very apt to pass down the windpipe 
into the lunga, sometimes ‘causing in- 
atant death by smothering. At other 
times causing death to follow in a few 
days from congestion or inflammation 
of the lungs.

Don't Weary the Colt. 

A two-yearold colt should do no 
more than haul an empty wagon and 
then should not be wearied and ex- 
erted for the colt is undeveloped in 
muscle and bone and can be easily 
injured if not completely ruined. 
Heavy pulling and straining of any 
kind should be avoided under five 
years of age. Three-yesr-olds can do 
lots, of harrowing, plowing, etc., but 
should not do heavy pulling.

WHEREAS, at the January Session of 
the General Assembly of Maryland, hed 
in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and sight an Act was 
passed proposing an amendment to Sec- 
tion 1 of Article 1. of the Constitution of 
the State, which said Act is in the fol- 
lowing words, to-wit: 


CHAPTER &. 


AN ACT to amend Section one of Article 
one, title, “Elective Franchise,” of the 
Constitution, of this State, and to pro- 
Vide for the submisnion of said Amend- 
ment to the d ed voters of this 
Btate for adoption or rejection. ` 


Bection 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly. of Maryland, three-fifths of all 
the members of each of the two Houses 
concurving, that thé following section be 
and the same is hereby proposed as an 
amendment to Béction one of Article one, 
title, “Elective Franchise,“ of the Consti- 
tution of this State, and if adopted by the 
legal and qualified voters. thereof, as 
herein provided, it shall guperséde and 
stand in the place and stead of Section 
one of sald Article one, 


Bec. 1. All elections shall be by ballot, 
and every male citizen of the United 
States of the age of twenty-one years or 
upwards, who has been a resident of the 
State for two years and of the Legisla- 
tive District of Baltimese City or of the 
coul. si in which he may offer to vote, for 
one year next preceding the election, and 
who, moreover, is duly registered as a 
qualified voter as provided in this Article, 
shall be entitled to vote, in the ward or 
election district in which he resides, at 
all elections hereafter to be held in this 
State, and in case any, county or city 
shall be a0 divided as to form portions of 
different electoral districts for the elec- 
tion of Representatives in Congress, Sen- 
ators, Delegates or other officers, then to 
entitle a person to vote for such officer, 
he must have been a resident of that part 
of the county or city which shall form a 
part of the electoral district in which he 
offers to vote, for one year next preced- 
ing the election; but a person who shall 
have acquired a residence u such county 
or city, entitling him to vote at any such 
election, shall be entitled to vote in the 
election district from which he removed, 
until he shall have acquired a residence 
in the part of the county or city to which 
he has removod. 

Every male citizen of the United States 
having the above prescribed qualifications 
of age and residence shall be entitled to 
be registered so as to become a qualified 
voter it he be, first: a person who, on the 
first day of January in the year elghteen 
hundred and sixty-nine, or prior thereto, 
was entitled to vote under the laws of 
this State, or of any other State of the 
United States, wherein he then resided; 
or second: a male descendant of such last 
mentioned person; or third: a foreign 
born citizen of the United States natural- 
ized between the first day of January in 
the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine 
and the date of the adoption of this sec- 
tion of this Article; or fourth: a male 
descendant of such last mentioned per- 
eon; or fifth: a person who, in the pres- 
ence of the officers of registration, shall,

AND THE AMENDMENT. 


Baltimore Sun Declares Its Attitude,—Sees More And Better 
Opportunities On The Democratic Side. i 


Wleb the formal notifigation of Dr. Joshua W. Hering last Thursday of 
his re-nomjnation for Oumptruller by the Democratic, State Convention the 
campaign in Maryland bas passed its initial stage and will soou enter the 
warmer zones of political conflict. Tne Sun has upto this time purposely 

| refrained from defining ita position with regard to the pendipg State contest, 
because of the unusual number of important issues presented by the platforms 
of the two parties and because it desired to consider them carefully, deliber- 
ately and thoroughly. Having done, 60, it feels that it would be lacking in 
its duty to itself, as well as to the people of the State, todeferany longer the 
statement or its attitude. 

In announcing as it does now, that it will support tue 
didates and the Demooratio platform it ia not by any means to be understood 
as expressing entire satisfaction with all the planka in that platform. 

We do not hesitate to say that the plank on legislative representation for 
Baltimore is not what this city had a right to expect and to claim at the 
hands of the Democratic party ani that the Republican plan on that subject 
is far more satisfactory. But in the political world, as in the business world, 
it is not always a question of what we want, or what we have an abstract 
right to, but wnat we can get. Unfortunately for the Republican party, it 18 
not in a position to carry out its promise dn this point, except by the aid of a 
political tidal wave, of whioh there is not the slightest indication. ‘the 
Democrata have ten. hold-over Senatore, and without such a tidal wave the 
Republicans cannot control the Senate, even if they should carry the House 
of Delegates. With a Democratio Senate and a Democratic Governor, the 
Repnblicans would be helpless to pass any disputed legislation. So that if 

| Baltimore is to get the promise of increased representation from the next 
Legislature, it is safer to depend on the Democratic party than on the Re- 
publican, 

There is also another practical consideration to be taken into account in 
this connection, The conny voters—Democratio and Republican alike—are 
not disposed to look with favor upon the bill of the Just Representation 
League. The bill to be passed by the Legislature will have to be submitted 
for ratification to the voters of the State. There were in 1906 171,780 regis- 
tered voters in the counties and 115,986 in the city. If that bill arouses 
the suspicion dad antagonism of the county voters by giving Baltfmore what 
those voters consider undue represenation, the result will be that it will be 
defeated when it is submitted to them, and that we shall get no increase at 
all in our representation. If is, therefore, a condition, nota theory, which 
confronta us— question of arithmetic and facts, tather than of abstract 
tight. It is a case of halfa loaf or no bread, and it seems wiser to make 
sore of half a loaf. 

On the issue of direct popular primaries both platforme sin alike But 
here again there is more to be hoped for from the Democrats than from the 
Republicans. In the matter of local nominations, city and county, the Dem. 
ocrata have made a beginning, and not an altogether bad beginning. Ina 
large number of counties, as well as the oity of Baltimore. they adopted this 
year the plan of direct popular nominations and as Governor Orothers and 
many leading Democrats are in favor of making this aystexa compulsory, 
there is good reason for believing that with the Democrats in power at An- 
napolis the people will secure their full rights in this matter. The Republi» 
cans naturally fight shy of this issue as tbe elements which make up their 
electorate are not Homogeneous, and the results which might ensue from di- 
rect primaries would prove disastroua,to the party. 

On the issne of a public utilities commission both parties are unreserv- 
edly committed to the creation of euph an agency as will control all publio 
service corporations alike, so that on that question, other things being equal, 
there is notbing to choose between them. 

We come now to the suffrage amendwent, which both parties haye de- 
olared to be the paramount issne of the campaign. We are frank to say that 
if the pepding suffrage amendment contained the objectionable features of 
what is known as the Poe amendment, defeated in 1005, The Sun could not 
support it, But it is free from the objections urged to that amendment, 
and ‘as far as the qualifications prescribed for the colored voter are concerned, 
is very similar in principle to the amendment advocated by Governor Wars 
field Tk will not disfranchise any white voter in the State, native or foreign 
bora. It will have the effect of disfranch{fing most colored voters, and it is 
frankly intended to do this; But under it many,colored voters will „till be 
able to vote—all can do so, in fact, who have $500 worth of property or w, 
can answer a limited number of designated questions, none of whiou are in- 
hsarently difficult Nor does it vlose the door of hope against the of 
colored electorate. It, in fact, holda it open by the property aud educational 
qualifvations and offers a stimulus of thrift and literssy which would, in 
the end, prove a valuable uid to negro advancement, Without dwelling in 
detail at present upon all the arguments, in favor of the.aniendment, we be- 
lieve that its general effect would be not only to good government 
Ín Maryland, but to promote the best Interests of the coloted people of the 
State and to advance them ultimately to a higher plane of citizenship. 

Thus believing, The Sun unreservedly advocates the passage of this 
amendment as an important step in the creation of a purer and more intelli- 
gent electorate and the elimination of elements which have hampered progress 
in certain sections at the State and which might easily prove dangerous in 
the hands of unscrupulous leaders. — Baltimore Sun Editorial, Sept. 7.

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But Ancient Spire’s Shadow Was 
Never Understood. Until Tower 
Was Pulled Down 


TOWN TO. HUNT: THE TREASURE 


Ancient Schoenberg’s Architectural 
Eyésore Bites the Dust but the 
Burghers are not Happy Thereat—: 
Secret of the Irion ‘Box. 


Vienna, Austria.—Schoenberg, Mo 
ravia, has an ancient, stately Town 
Hall, at one corner of which gtood un- 
til recently a tower with a pointed 
spire. This gray and worn:old tower 
was the eyesore of the modern muni- 


‘| clpality because it formed such a con- 


trast to the modern building erected 
around it. So a committee was ap- 
pointed which declared that the tow- 
er was unsound; that it might fall 
down some stormy night. It was ab- 
solutely necessary, the committee de- 
cared, that the tower be pulled down. 
So the venerable walls were laid 
low and the solid stones had nearly all 
been carted away when the, masons 
discovered near the base a hollow in a 
large stone and in the hollow an iron 
box. When the box was opened a 
signed and sealed document was found 
in it, showing that the town Council- 
lors who deposited it feared the ap- 
proach of the Swedish army and 
buried the treasure of the tity in a 
place on whic. on ‘a certain day in the 
year, at a certain hour, the shadow 
of the top of the spire would fall. 
Imagine the consternation of the 
municipal Council when that docu- 
ment was read to them by the Mayor. 
The tower had been pulled down; 
nothing remained bu the site on 
which it stood. The beginning of the 
Thirty Years’ War was not a time for 
practical jokes, so the affair could 
not be passed over unnoticed. No word 
has been found in the town records to 


indicate that the treasure was ever 


recovered. 

The precise measurements of the 
tower exist and photographs of it. So 
the Mayor will have the tower recon- 
structed of wood in the exact shape 
in which it stood in the market place, 
and on the date given in the docu- 
ment, if the sun shines and the tow- 
er throws a shadow, the place will be 
made a thorough hunt for the treas- 
ure. 

Those who opposed destroying the 
tower reproach the committee for hav- 
ing it pulled down. But the Council 
men retort that if the tower had been 
left standing nobody would ever have 
known anything about the treasure. 

The date when the shadow must be 
observed is not published, but the 
Vienna committee for the preservation 
ot old buildings has been informed 
and will share in the search.
